Free Medicine for the Deserving Indigent ol

This Oonnty.

WILL RE-ESTABLISH THE PHARMACY

Decldn to Opun Up n lr a-

nntl arnnory.Store to Supply the VnuU-
of the Sink nml Hungry

The county commissioners have docldod to-

reestablish tlio county phnrmacy , which
was abandoned a couple of year* , nnc-
laealu tii< o it hand in dealing out Crags'to-
tlio paupers ami the poor of the county ,
though this time the drug nhop will ho run
upon it dlfforont plnti than liorotofora.-

In the ilrUR business , the pharmacy took ou
many of the uhuivmtoristlc i of a well kept
ixwl high lonoil saloon. Then sonio of lha

that prevailed during the years that have
passed a way , but this time tlio county physi-
cian

will bo called upon to concoct mixtures
which will cure colic , headaches and other
ordinary ailments. Those mixtures will bo
kept in liirgo vessels , and will bo "proscribed-
by the county agent or his assistant. The
The head physician will have his ofllco in
the room , and if the mixtures on hand
should not happen to lit the particular case ,

he wilt bo authorized to proscribe and send
the patient to the druggist who may happun-
to have secured the prescription contract.

The re-establishment of the pharmacy is
not the only venture In which the commis-
sioners

will embark , for they have decided
to put in and carry a cotnploto stock of
groceries , instead of ( jiving the county
charges orders uppu the retailers o .tlioclty :
The causa of this movement is dilo'to the
fact that formany months'tho"people wlio
have received alms from the county have
boon the victims of unscrupulous grocers
with whom they have dealt. The largo
dealers of the city have always failed and
refused to bid on the' furnishing. p.f
groceries to the outsldo poor and as a natural
consequence the contracts have gone to
the small dealers in the suburbs' and a few
of the light weight dealers in the heart of
the city.

ScilltiH Short on Weight.
Almost over since the system has boon

in operation there have been complaints
to the effect that while the county's orders
have boon nononr.l. this amounts have baon
short and the prices charged have been
much higher than to private customers ,
notwithstanding the fact that the county
has paid these bills every thirty days.
During the past few months several
instances have coma to ight whcra
the contracting grocers have not
only short-weighted tlio county charges ,
but have charged 10 ana oven 15
per cent moro for their goods than when
dealing with private parties. In view of all
these circumstances the commissioners
have decided to cut the retailers cold and
do their own dispensing of charities. To ac-
complish

¬

this they will lit up a store room
in the basomcnt of the court house , in which
they will keep the stock of Hour , cured
moats , sugar , tea , coffee and other
heavy groceries. This department will
bo under the supervision of the
county agent and the committee on outside
charities. The county agent will bo given a
clerk , whoso only duties will bo to furnish
such supplies as are recommended by his
chief , or the chairman of the charity com ¬

mittee.-
